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3 TROUBLE IN MARACAIBO: CONSULATE REPORTS THAT 
MARACAIBO WAS A RUMOR MILL THIS MORNING, TOUCHED OFF 
APPARENTLY BY POLICE AND MILITARY RAIDS AGAINST PRIVATE 
HOMES (LOOKING FOR RENEGADE OFFICERS AND LOST WEAPONS) . 
AT 10 AM., CONSULATE TELEPHONE WAS RINGING EVERY MINUTE 
WITH NEW STORIES ABOUT RIOTS AND SHOOTINGS. RUMORS 
GRADUALLY DIED DOWN LATER IN THE DAY. CONSULATE VISITED 
THE LOCATIONS OF THE SUPPOSED INCIDENTS, AND FOUND ALL 
CALM HOWEVER, THE INCIDENTS RISK BECOMING 
SELF-FULFILLING. PARENTS, CONCERNED BY THE STORIES,

5 BUSINESS ROUNDTABLE REACTION: THE AMBASSADOR HOSTED A 
REGULARLY-SCHEDULED ROUNDTABLE DISCUSSION AT THE RESIDENCE 
WITH TOP LEADERS OF THE AMERICAN AND VENEZUELAAMERI CAN 
BUSINESS COMMUNITY, EVENING OF FEBRUARY 5. THE TURNOUT

COULD AND SHOULD BE DONE, NO ONE RECOMMENDED ABANDONING 
FUNDAMENTAL ECONOMIC REFORM. SUGGESTIONS BOILED DOWN TO 
SPENDING A BIT MORE ON SOCIAL PROGRAMS, BETTER PUBLICIZING 
OF WHAT THE GOV IS DOING, AND (AS SEVERAL NOTED) "THAT CAP 
SHOULD STAY HOME MORE AND ATTEND TO BUSINESS HERE." IN A 
SHOW OF HANDS, ONLY 5 OF 75 THOUGHT THAT A REPEAT OF THE 
COUP ATTEMPT WAS LIKELY WITHIN THE NEXT TWO YEARS.

ADDITIONAL OFFICERS HAVE BEEN AND ARE BEING ARRESTED, AS 
THE INVESTIGATION PROCEEDS. THE GOV IS EVIDENTLY KEEPING 
AS QUIET AS IT CAN ABOUT THIS. WASHING DIRTY LINEN IN 
PUBLIC IS NOT POPULAR HERE, ESPECIALLY NOT IN THE MILITARY. 
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
